this measure.

proof that Spain is now ready to sue 


for peace 
and 
that negotiations ,to 


that effect are now actually in pro- 
gress. 
The government 
wishes to 


have full power to suppress evidences 
of discontent or rebellion 
whenever 


they appear. 


The carlists are furious and sure to 


attempt to create trouble. 


One minister expressed the convic-

DETAILS OF SURRENDER. 


Full Story of Capitulation of Santiago. 


City Was Hopeless. 


Before Santiago, July 15.—"efenerai 


Teral formally surrendered the troops 
of his army—division of Santiago—on 
the terms and understanding that his 
troops shall be returned to Spain. Gen- 
eral Shaf ter will appoint commissioners 
to draw up the conditions of arrange- 
ments for carrying out the terms of sur- 
render. 
This is very gratifying, and 


General Shafter and the officers and men 
of his command are entitled to great 
credit for their sincerity and fortitude 
in overcoming the almost insuperable 
obstacles which they encountered. 
A 


portion of the army has been infected 
with fellow fever, and an effort will be 
made to separate those who are infected 
and those free from it, and to keep those 
who are still on board ship separated 
from those on shore. 
Arrangements 


will be immediately made for carrying 
nut tho further instructions of the presi- 
dent and yourself." 


This is the language of a dispatch 


sent from here Thursday afternoon to 
Secretary Algcr by Major General Miles. 
As, tlie situation stor.d yesterday morn- 
ing. General Toral, the Spanish com- 
mander, faced surrender or defeat. He 


! had reached the point where General 


Shaftr would no longer tolerate his 
procrastinating 
methods. 
The pres- 


ence of yellow fever had banished all 
thought of further dickering. 
An ul- 


timatum was served "upon him and he 
had his choice between peacefully yield- 
Ing or being battered into absolute noth- 
ingness. 
He wished to yield. 


Ever since General Blanco made his 


fatal mistake of ordering Cervera's fleet 
ou of the harbor and leaving the army 
without support, Toral has realized the 
hopelessness of his situation and was 
willing to make any terms. The trouble 
was that he was not his own master. 
Havana on the one hand and Madrid on 
the other urged him to resist. 
Madrid 


yielded first and grudgingly told him 
that he coutd surrender at his discretion. 
Blanco was firm to the last. 
From his 


palace in Havana the captain general of 
Cuba commanded Toral to resist, ap- 
pealing to him with all the extravagance 
of the Spanish language. 


General Toral realized the hopeless- 


ness of the situation and concluded to 
be guided by the permissive instruc- 
tions from the government. 
Accord- 


ingly he communicated his desires for 
»n interview with General Shafter, and 
between them the terms of capitulation 
occurred, the only stipulation being that 
the disarmed soldiers should be given 
safe 
transportation to Spain by the 


United States. 


The first chapter in the land cam- 


paign of the United States against Spain 
was closed yesterday, when the Span- 
ish colors gave place over Santiago to 
the American flag. Next will follow 
the transportation of the Spanish troops 
back to their native land and the cap- 
ture of Porto Rico, unless peace soon 
intervenes. 
The siege of Santiago has 


lasted two weeks, being remarkable in 
many respects, and in none more than 
the heavy percentage of loss through 
death, wounds, or sickness of the sol- 
|iers and sailors engaged on both sides. 


Looking back over the record of these 


two weeks, it is eeen that a great iron- 
clad squadron has been destroyed, that 
nearly 1000 Spanish sailors have been 
drowned or killed by shell and flame, 
and that an untold number of Spanish 
soldiers have died in the trenches of 
Santiago. 
On the other hand about 


£50 American soldiers have been killed, 
and in round numbers 2000 more hava 
been sent to the hospitals from wound?, 
fevers and other ailments. 
Our fleet 


has had a remarkable exemption from 
disaster in the man-/ engagements it 
lias had with the forts at the entrance 
of the harbor and with the Spanish 
•qnadron. 


The surrender not only means the 


fall of Santiago, but the whole eastern 
end of the island falls into the hands 
of the United States without firing a 
shot, together with all the 
Spanish 


troops at Santiago, Guantanamo, Caim- 
Bnera and Sagua, composing; the Fourth 
corps of the Spanish army. 
The ter- 


ritory surrendered Includes about one- 
third of the province of Santiago. 
The 


western line as described by General 
Khafter begins at Asseradores, a point 
on the southern Cuban coast about 25 
miles west of the city of Santiago, and 
runs almost due north 50 miles to Dos 
talmas, th«nce northeast to the city of 
ESagua, on thg northern roast. It com- 
prises something like 5000 square milea, 
with a population exceedine J5.000 when 
the country Is in Its normal slate.

go, Guantanamo, sagua and Baracoa. 
It is exceedingly rich in minerals, sugar 
end coffee.

It appears that on Monday General 


P.hafter did not again demand the un- 
conditional surrender which General 
Toral had refused on Sunday, but he 
offered, as an alternative proposition, 
to accept the capitulation of the enemy, 
and to transport the Spanish officers and 
troops to Spain, they to leave all their 
arms behind and he to accept their pa- 
role. It was this proposition which 
General Toral declined Tuesday. 


Tuesday morning it was decided to 


hold a personal interview with General 


j Toral. General Miles and his staff, ac- 


companied by General Shafter and his 
staff, rode out to the front under a flag 
of truce. A request for a personal in- 
terview with the Spanish commander- 
in-chlef was mp.de and acceded to, and 
at about 9 o'clock General Miles, Gen- 
eral Shafter, General Wheeler, General 
Gilmour, Colonel Morse, Captain Wiley 
and Colonel Maus rode up, passed over 
our entrenchments and went down into 
the valley beyond. They were met by 
General Toral and his chief of staff, un- 
der a spreading mango tree, at the bot- 
tom of the valley, about half way be- 
tween the lines. The interview that fol- 
lowed lasted almost an hour. The situ- 
ation was placed frankly before General 


j Toral, and he was offered the alterna- 


tive of being sent home with his gar- 
rison or leaving Santiago province, the 
only condition imposed being that he 
should not destroy the existing fortifi- 


j cations and should leave his arms be- 


hind. This latter condition the Spanish 
general, who does not speak English, ex- 
plained through his interpreter was im- 
possible. He said the laws of Spain 
gave a general no discretion. He might 
abandon a place when he found it un- 
tenable, but he could not leave his arms 
behind without subjecting himself to 
the penalty of being court-martialed 
and shot. His government, he said, had 
granted him permission to evacuate 
Santiago; that was all. Further than 
that he was powerless to go. 


Without saying so in words, General 


Miles said the tenor of General Toral's 
remarks betrayed his realization that he 
could not hold out long. When General 
Shafter explained that our reinforce- 
ments were coming up; that he was com- 
pletely surrounded, and that new bat- 
teries were being posted, General Toral 
simply shrugged his shoulders. "I am 
but a subordinate," said he, "and I obey 
my government. If it is necessary we 
can die, at our posts." 


General Toral is 60 years of age, with 


a strong, rugged face and fine, soldier- 
ly bearing. His brave words inspired a 
feeling of respect and admiration in the 
hearts of his adversaries. 
Nevertheless, 


the Spanish general's anxiety to avoid 
further sacrifice of life in his command 
•was manifest, and he did not hesitate to 
ask for time to communicate the situa- 
tion to Madrid, although he dubiously 
shook his head when he spoke of the 
probable response. 


During the course of the interview 


General Toral said the bombardment of 
Sunday and Monday had done little 
damage. He admitted .the shells from 
the guns of the fleet had destroyed four 
houses, but he asserted that only half a 
dozen soldiers of the garrison had been 
Injured. He also volunteered the in- 
formation, When General Miles gallant- 
ly inquired after General Linares' con- 
dition, that the latter would probably 
lose his left arm at the shoulder. General 
Miles, at the Interview, did not attempt 
to assume the direction of the negotia- 
tions, but as genera] of the United States 
army he vouched for the conditions 
General Shafter offered. 


Disaster at Buffalo. 


Buffalo, July 15.—By the explosion of 


a boiler In the Niagara starch works 
Thursday, the fcu'.Mlns v.-as v.-rrckrd, 
six persons were killed and 26 injured. 
The dead are: William Kelly, 
en- 


gineer; Henry Schiffernstein, flreman; 
Casper Walter, miller; Charles Ente- 
mann, teamster; Mrs. Joseph W. Hoyt 
and Baby Hoyt. Many of the injured 
persons were in their yards and upon 
the street at the time of the explosion, 
and were hit by flying missiles. Over 
100 houses were injured by falling brick.

Inside of a Molecule. 


The New South Wales government 


analyst, William M. Hamlet, delivered 
the presidential address in the section 
of chemistry at the recent meeting of 
the Australian Association For the Ad- 
vancement of Science, the subject being 
"The Molecular Mechanism of an Elec- 
trolyte." 


He defined an electrolyte as a body in 


solution or state of fusion, capable of 
being instanteously decomposed by a 
current of electricity, and he claimed 
that if the explanation he offered was 
adequate for the electrolyte it must 
hold good for the constitution of the 
matter in the universe, BO that the 
treatise on the electrolyte has a most 
important scientific bearing. The meth- 
od of investigating the action of one 
body upon any other, he reminded his 
audience, was brought to a high degree 
of accuracy by the immortal work of 
Sir Isaac Newton. He alluded to some 
observations of the late Professor Clif- 
ford, mado over 20 years ago, this au- 
thority remarking, almost prophetical- 
ly, '' Wo can look forward to the time 
when tho structure and motions in the 
inside of a molecule will be so well 
known that some future Kant or Laplace 
will be able to make an hypothesis 
about the history and formation of mat- 
ter."—Nature.

The sabers clank'd, the men look'd 


young and healthy and strong; the elec- 
tric tramping of so many horses on tho 
hard road, and the gallant bearing, fine 
seat and bright faced appearance of a 
thousand and more handsome young 
American men, were so good to see. An 
hour later another troop went by, 
smaller in numbers, perhaps 800 men.

Transplanting Mu»cle£i, 


The wonders of surgery will, it seems, 


aever cease. , Among the most important 
achievements is the transplanting of 
muscles. This has been successfully 
done in the case of a patient who had 
for half a lifetime been unable to nse 
one leg on account of paralysis occur- 
ring in early childhood. The operation 
Is thus described: "A six- inch longi- 
tudinal incision is made on the inner 
side of the thigh, with the middle op- 
posite the top of the patella. The sarto- 
rius .is dissected out, cat off at its in- 
sertion, brought forward and attached 
to the muscular fascia jnst above and a 
little to the inner side of the patella. 


'' The attachment must be made firmly 


by splitting the fascia and drawing the 
muscle through, so that it becomes ad- 
herent to both inner and enter surfaces. 
Kangaroo tendon is used for sutures, 
being the best material. The wound is 
then closed, and the whole thigh is 
bandaged, and finally a plaster of paris 
bandage, or a long splint, is applied. 
The patient is kept recumbent for two 
weeks at least, gentle motion is com- 
menced at the end of three weeks, and 
the plaster is entirely omitted at the 
end of from five to six weeks. This op- 
eration has been performed several times 
with great success, the only failures oc- 
curring where the muscles were imper- 
fectly attached. This state of things 
was entirely remedied, however, in the 
later operations."—New York Ledger. 


Guatemala. 


Guatemala migijt easily sustain ten- 


times its present population. The soil is 
rich and easily cultivated, and, unlike 
the other Central American republic-!:, 
(here is plenty of labor. 
Some parts of 


the country are quite thickly populated, 
but the others are covered with dencc' 
forests and a variety of timber, which 
might be ' easily' mado marketable if 
means of transportation wore provided. 
But, although Guatemala is much 
further advanced than the rest of Cen- 
tral America, her railway system dccf 
not exceed 250 miles; there is no inter- 
nal navigation, and the wagon roads are 
in a deplorable condition. The mineral 
wealth of the country is supposed to be 
large, but it is only slightly developer! 
The mines are' inaccessible, and, in the 
absence of modern machinery, which at 
present cannot be conveyed to them, 
cannot be worked with profit. 


The government offers generous in- 


ducements to immigrants. 
The land 


laws are liberal, and efforts have been 
made from time to time to secure the 
establishment of colonies and the pre- 
emption of public lands by private set- 
tlors. But all the accessible area is at 
present occupied, and no foreigner can 
expect to prosper in Guatemala unless he 
has abundant capital which will enable 
him to purchase at high prices planta- 
tions already developed.—Forum. 


Hii Own Composition. 


A recent article in Lo Figaro of Paris 


is devoted to the American colony in 
that city. It says that the colony has 
always played the important and bril- 
liant role in society chiefly becanso 
most of the Americans were "Ameri- 
caines." "It is certain," continues Le 
Figaro, "that out of ten 'Arnerieaines' 
residing in Paris there is but one Amer- 
ican. Affairs—'business,' as they Bay 
over there—absorbs the sterner sex in 
the United States. In that country the 
men have neither the inclination nor 
the opportunity for much leisure, and 
only pay us very short visits. 


"While their wives install themselves 


here the 'good' husband only makes fly- 
ing visits and is very seldom referred 
to in the elegant salons of the wives." 
The writer continues: "I was at an 
official ball not long ngo, where one of 
them was the hero of a curious"ihis- 
toire.'

He held the flagstaff in 
his arms and shouted at the top of his 
voice. So jubilant was he that before 
he had done celebrating he rang an 
alarm from the fire boxes. The alarm 
was 12. which is supposed to 'call out 
the militia, and as C. A. "Waters says, 
he wanted to call Company M back 
from Cuba. 


* of AT,-. Waters did not 


•it well on the minds of Chief Jones of 
the fire department or Superintendent 
Vi'yman of the fire alarm system, and 
when they got their eyes on Mr. Waters 
there was some loud talk, spiced -with 
a little profanity, and Mr. Waters was 
told that he must give up his key to 
the alarm box. Ke was also threat- 
ened with arrest. But Charles is a 
veteran himself and has always been 
one of the first to celebrate whenever 
grood news was received. Even if he 
did overstep the bounds of celebration 
this time he had the sympathy of most 
of the rejoicing people. 


There were two parades in honor of 


the surrender. The first started about 
7.45, 
when a dozen fellows, dressed in 


cornic costume, paraded the principal 
street*, with an old tin drum corps. 
They were followed by about 50 ur- 
chins. School balls were rung and can- 
nons ware fired. The second parade 
started at Renfrew about 11 o'clock. 
The East Renfrew drum corps furnish- 
ed parade music and about 75 bo'ys 
with tin horns marched in double file 
about the principal streets. Altogether 
the town had a. rousing and varied cel- 
ebration. Many people went to the flag 
raising at Zylonite during the evening.

MORE SEES HIS NAME IN PRINT. 


He Has Been More or Leu Before the Pub- 


lic For Twenty Year*— He First Became 
Prominent w Jay Gould'* Bodyguard. 
Country Seat— Elopement — Maniolcnm. 


CHARACTER IN GAIT. 


Individuality Is Very Pronounced In • 


Man's Mode of Walking. 


Experts say that handwriting never 


varies in its essence—that is, that its truo 
characteristics are always preserved, even 
when one attempts to imitate the writing 
of another. But still wo know that for- 
geries s>>'J3cicntly clever to bewilder hand- 
writing experts have been perpetrated, 
and it is also certain that, granted a cer- 
tain "knack'1 and peculiar talent, a most 
characteristic signature can be so imitated 
as to defy anything more than grave sus- 
picion q£ the committal of a forgery- 


"Walking, however, comes under anoth- 


er category. Xo one can imitate another's 
walk for more than two or three steps 
without making it obvious to any but tha 
densest observer that he is acting or walk- 
ing a part, that be is thinking constantly 
of the length of his stride, o£ tho way the 
foot should reach and leave the ground, of 
the speed and of the swing of the body. 
So very characteristic is walking that even 
tho most unobservant requires only to 
hear three or four footfalls in a passage, 
etc., without seeing tho walker to be abso- 
lutely assured of his individuality if, of 
course, the walker is familiar to the lis- 
tener. 


And how does character show itself in 


walking? I should be inclined to say, "In 
every way." 
For example, • could one 


imagine a busy, alert criminal lawyer 
lolling along with a long, heavy, laborious 
style, or could one imagine a lethargic, 
unambitious, routine life living farm la- 
borer pass along a street with a springy, 
alert, active and nervous tread? 


The cautious, suspicious man could not 


possibly walk in the same manner as the 
hail fellow well mot, open handed sports- 
man ; neither could the walk of the digni- 
fied high church clergyman resemble that 
of the bustling, all there grocer bent on 
making himself a millionaire. 


The cowardly cannot walk as do tha 


fearless, the restless not as the phlegmatic, 
and for this reason it seems to me that the 
police havia often something stronger to 
go on when they find a prisoner's boot 
mark tallies with the impress of the foot 
of the known criminal, for if placed under 
observation when at eserciso he will dem- 
onstrate to those watching him tho weight 
he puts on the different parts of the foot, 
where the impress would be greater, and 
BO on.—London Globe. 


The Oldest Forename, 


In ancient times people had one najno 


only, as Adam or David, and in order to 
distinguish persons of the same name it 
was tha custom to affix the description 
"son of" Isaac or Joseph, as the cnso 
might be. Thus we get Solomon ben 
David among the Hebrews and Evan ap 
Kichard among the Welsh, to quote two 
examples. Although the argument that 
those names were not strictly "forenames" 
is not without weight, yet it is responsi- 
ble to accept them as such, seeing that tho 
application had to be supplemented by an- 
othor for the sake of distinction. We are 
thorefore entitled to include them within 
th.0 scops of the question. 


Adam and other early Biblical names 


are regarded as the oldest for obvious rea- 
sons; but, excluding these, the choice falls 
upon Marmaduko, which is tho modern 
rendering of the ancient Chaldean Meri- 
dug, also written Maruduk and Morodach, 
the god who interceded constantly between 
tho angry Ea and.tho humble Damikna, 
his father and mother. The Romans used 
both forenames and family names, and of 
the former two that date back about 
3,500 years ara still with us—namely, 
Marcus and Lucius, represented in mod- 
ern tongues by Mark and the feminine 
Lucy. The old form "Marcus" is still re- 
tained in some families.—Pittsburg Dis- 
patch.

witliin and not outside tho walla 
In its 


furnishing the Morosini tivto, untune, in- 
tenbuly individuul and possibly somewhat 
bi/arre, has had full sway. It has resulted 
in an extraordinary blending of tho an- 
tique and Iho modern. A massive, mahog- 
any sideboard that did long service in a 
Dutch mansion and was centuries old 
when America was discovered stands not 
far from a huge orchestrion of tho latest 
pattern which automatically plays hun- 
dreds of modern airs at one winding, while

When We First Heard of Him. • 


\Ve first heard of G. P. Morosini some 20 


years ago or thereabouts when he began to 
do duty as bodyguard in ordinary for Jay 
Gould, and over since then his namo has 
come to the front at intervals. 


Gould had been in trouble with tho re- 


doubtable James R. Keeuc, sometimes 
termed James K.imfeozlo Keone by certain 
newspaper writers, and a muscular friend 
of Keeno's had dropped Wall street's mas- 
ter into an area by way of getting e\ en, 
much to the disgust of Gould, who rarely 
afterward went anywhere unattended by 
Morosini. Morosini was half way between 
80 and 40 then, a short, stocky chap of 
passable comeliness, with legs a little too 
short and the shoulders and torso of a 
giant. Although the public had never 
peon much of him down to that time, he 
had long been in Gould's employ, having 
served llrst at some menial capacity in the 
ofilces of the Erie railroad and later as 
Gould's confidential secretary. 


Morosini had long stood well with Gould 


•when Keono's friend made the memorable 
assault on tho millionaire. 
After that 


confidence between master and man grew 
and 0ourishod like a green fcay tree. In 
such circumstances it would have been 
surprising had not Gould given his friend 
and protector many points regarding the 
acquisition of wealth, and, in fact, that is 
justvihat he did. Morosini profited ac- 
cordingly, being a very rich man when 
Gould died and now fairly ranking among 
Xew York's multimillionaire bankers. 


Many who know how poor and friend- 


less he was when taken up by Gould de- 
clare Morosini to have bean and still to be 
an ignorant, uncultivated man, whose 
coarpe and vulgar characteristics are only 
the more clearly shown by the waj he uses 
his comparatively recently gotten wealth. 
As to the truth of this assumption present 
deponent; cannot say, but it is worth men- 
tioning that the contrary view of his per- 
sonality is strongly held by some who 
know Morosini best. They say that ho is 
cultivated, broad minded and of liberal ed- 
ucation. 
Though an Italian, as his name 


would indicate, ho was a cadet in the Aus- 
trian army when a youth, belonging, it is 
stated, to the same branch of the Morosinis 
as the Countess Annina, whose beauty has 
so often been reported to have captivated 
the "Emperor William of Germany. 


When only a youth, however, G. P. 


Morosini joined himself to the fortunes of 
Garibaldi. 
This> is understood later to 


have driven him to America and to havo 
been accountable for his poverty stricken 
condition on arrival here, 


Moroslnl Not In Society. 


In spite of his riches and although ho 


has a wide circle of wealthy and cultivated 
friends, G. I3. Morosini has never been 
able to enter the charmed circle we all 
term society. It is true that this circle has 
admitted many whoso beginnings in life 
were far below his, but no man who ever 
served as a bodyguard has ever yet ob- 
tained an entrance, and society is not 
ready to make a beginning of this sort 
•with Morosini. This is known very well" 
by Morosini himself and has been accepted 
as final for years by him, but there was a 
time when he believed ho could eventually 
overcome every prejudice and proudly en- 
roll his name alongside the 
of the As- 


tors, the Jays and all the other old timers. 


Morosini thought he could force the cit- 


adel by reason of his daughter Victoria's 
personal beauty, which gave promise of 
something phenomenal even when she was 
a child. 
To tho end that she should be 


able to help his social aspirations to the 
•utmost ho had her education attended to 
•with scrupulous care. Teachers the most 
expensive in every branch were engaged 
for her tuition, and, that she might under 
no circumstances think of marriage until 
the proper parti made his appearance, she 
was guarded from tho outside world with 
care almost unparalleled. 


It was this extraordinary care that 


brought hnr father's most cherished scheme 
to naught. 
>.C--I.T mooting young men of 


education and culture, she fell desperately 
in love with tho family coachman a do- 
cado ago, and ano day tho two eloped and 
were joined iirwcdlock, to the wonder of 
tho world at large, tho cynical hand lip- 
lifting of all society and tho intense cha- 
grin of her father, who promptly cut her oft 
without so much as a shilling. 


This left tho young couple without 


means of support and later led to their 
appearance together on tho concert stage, 
though without much success. Still later 
they separated, it is said, whereupon the 
old man settled on income on his daugh- 
ter on condition that she should remain 
away from New York. 
Her present 


whereabouts and that of hor husband, 
whose name is Hulskamp, are at present 
unknown to tho general public.

Leather was used as early as 


Henry VIll's dujr at the siege of Bou- 
logne. Tho very articles were stored in 
tho towor onoe, arid Evelyn saw them 
there, inscribed "Nun Marti opus est cui 
non deficit Morourius." Are they still 
lying In ioiao corner of a forgotton lum- 
ber room f 
The Scotch emplojed leather 


guns in 1040 to batter Lord Uomvay's for- 
tlfloation9>at Nowbourne, and they did .the 
work well. Describing the feverish alarm 
In Paris in 1708 Carlyle says: "One citi- 
zen hug wrought out the scheme of a wood- 
en cannon, which France shall exclusively 
profit by in the first instance. 
It is to bo 


madu of staves by the coopers, of almost 
boundless caliber, but uncertain as to 
strength." 


Two small pieces brought to France by 


the Siamese embassadors as presents from 
their king to Louis XIV were the only 
artillery procurable for the attack on the 
Bastille—of eccentric model no doubt, 
adorned with dragons and golden inscrip- 
tions, but efficient workmanship. We read 
of gold cannon in India. There were two 
so described at Baroda in Burton's time, 
"to which regular adoration was offered.". 
In fact, the tubes were of steel, but the 
massive gold casing cost £20,000. 


For tho defense of Malta in the old days 


the knights'"invented a kind of ordnance 
of their own, unknown to all the world 
beside," says Brydone, an eyewitness. 
They hollowed out the natural rook here 
and there ia jauch fashion that the cavity 
was like anabrtar, put a barrel of gun- 
powder into tho hole, plugged It with a 
wooden disk exactly fitting and heaped 
miscellaneous projectiles thereupon. About 
50 of those singular cannon defended 
creeks and landing places. Some of them 
wero sii feet in diameter and threw 10,000 
pounds weight of iron or stone into the 
air. 
Doubtless, if all went well, they 


would do tremendous execution upon an 
enemy trying to disembark. 


But there are eccentricities still more 


curious on record. In a tomb on the Island 
of China!, near Usvunacinta, Mexico, was 
found a cannon 4 feet 11 inches long of 
terra cotta, with terra cotta bullets. 
It is 


suggested that when Cortes retired after 
his great fight at Ceutla, Tabasco, the na- 
tives copied the Spanish guns in clay, hop- 
ing to produce Che same results.—London 
Standard. 


The Manila Street Car. 


Joseph Earl Stevens, in MoClure's Mag- 


azine, says of the Manila street car: 


"It is a thing by itself, as is the one lean 


pony that pulls it. It takes one man to 
.drive and one to work the whip, and if the 
wind blows too hard service is suspended. 
The conductor uses a valise suspended 
from his neck and whistles through his 
lips—up hill to stop and down hill for tho 
starting sign. 
The chief of the rules of 


the road says: 'This car has seats for IH 
persons and places for 8 on each platform. 
Passengers are requested to stand in equal 
numbers only on both platforms to pre- 
vent derailments.' And so, if there are 
four 'fares' on the front and six on the 
back platform, one has to shamble forward 
to equalize the weight..

generally drops the ash of a 13 for a cent 
cigarette into your lap as ho hands you a 
receipt for your dos centavos.

How Exhaustion Comei. 


It is the general impression among ath- 


letes that exhaustion and "loss of wind" 
is duo to the inability to consume sufficient 
oxygen and eshale rapidly enough car- 
bonio dioxide. When the muscle is mov- 
ing rapidly and forcibly, it is trne that it 
demands more oxygon and gives off to tho 
blood more carbon dioxide than when at 
rest. When a man is running as fast as 
he can make his limbs move, he is able to 
keep up the pace but for a short distance, 
unless, like the hunted hare, he runs to 
his death. 


On account of the forced, vigorous and 


rapid muscular action in this case the poi- 
sonous materials ara thrown iato the blood, 
to be carried to all parts of the body—mus- 
cles, nerves, brain. The heart is affected 
by this poison through the nerve cells con- 
trolling that organ. The muscles of respi- 
ration are similarly disturbed. 
The pant- 


ing, distressed efforts of breathing, side- 
long tumbling, anhelation and final semi- 
consciousness of the hunted stag or hare 
are a good example of acute autointoxica- 
tion ending in death. This latter deplor- 
able condition is not unknown among the 
annals of human strife for athletic honors 
even with our present advanced knowledge 
of physiology.—Popular Science Monthly,

Earthworks ai Las Tunas'a Mass of Blood*

Key WAit, July 15.—Those champion 


nlibubteivrs, the 1'lorida and the Fanita, 
under i onvoy of the 11; tie auxiliary gun- 
boat Veoiis, htivo li'.iVj.-d the largest and 
probably the IHUE espcultit-n sent to the 
aid of the Cuban inaur^Kiits. It was a 
task beset -with peril and 
difficulty. 


Captain 
Nunez, brother of General 


Nunez, was killed; Winthrop Chank-r of 
New York was shot through the right 
elbow, and live Cubans suffered trilling 
injuuos. 
How many Spanish lives 


answered for this will never be knov.-ii, 
but there were enough to more than 
balance the score. 


The debarkation was effected July 3 


at Palo Alto, on the southern coast of 
Cuba. Fighting: occurred be-fore then, 
but the consummation of the job was 
without mishap. To the Peuiia, one of 
the newest of the 
acquisitions to tha 


mosquito fleet, and until lately a pilot 
boat in Philadelphia, goes the full glory 
of the achievement. The Florida and 
the Fanita left Key West J une 23, under 
convoy of the Peoria, commanded by 
Lieutenant T. W. Ryan. On board the 
steamers were 650 Cubans under Gen- 
eral Nunez, 50 troopers of the Tenth 
United States cavalry under Lieuten- 
ants Johnson and Ahearn and 25 rough 
riders under Winthrop Chanler, brother 
of Colonel W. A. Chanler. The cargoes 
were enormous. There were the horses 
of the cavalry and 1G9 sacks of oats and 
216 bales of hay to feed them. Topping 
the list of arms were two dynamite guns 
with 50 00-pound porjectiles to fit them, 
and two full batteries of light 
field 


pieces, 10 three-inch rifles of regular 
ordnance pattern, with harnesses that 
go with them, and 15UO cartridges. In 
the matter of infantry rifles there were 
4000 sprinsfields, with 954,000 cartridges, 
and 200 mausers with 2000 shells. Fifty 
of the Cubans aboard were armed with 
mausers and the others had spring- 
fields. For the insurgent officers were 
provided 200 army colts and 27,000 cart- 
ridges. Two hundred books of United 
States cavalry 
and infantry tactics 


translated into Spanish were taken' 
along. In the expedition were ajso 1475 
saddles, 950 saddle cloths and 450 bridles. 
For the Cuban soldiers there were 7663 
uniforms, 5080 pairs of shoes, 1275 blank- 
ets, 400 shirts, 450 hats and 250 ham- 
mocks. There were the 
commissary 


stores, calculated by pounds: Bacon, 
67,275; corn meal, 31,256; roasted coffee, 
10,200; raw coffee, 3250; sugar, 2425; mess 
pork and beef, 9600; corned beef, 24,000; 
beans, 18,900; hardtack, 1250; cans of 
corn, 1250.

the Helena at 1400 yards. The Span- 
iards had several f.eld pieces of three 
or four inches mounted on earthworks 
along the waterfront, and they began a 
vigorous, but ill-directed 
reply with 


shell and shrapnel. The flre of our ships 
was most accurate and 
terribly de- 


structive. Th? Spanish gunners had 
not fired more than Ji or 20 shots before 
their guns were flying- in the air, their 
earthworks a mass of bloodstained dust 
and their gunners running- for their 
lives. Both the Peoria and the Helena I 
were struck several times, chiefly by i 
shrapnel, but no one on either ship was i 
injured. As 
thpy withdrew 
several 


buildings on shore were in names. 


That afternoon 
both ships again 


turned their attention to the fort and the 
entrenehmen's at the mouth of the 
Tallabacoa river, and for half an hour 
poured a wicked flre upon them. The 
Spaniards had been largely reinforced 
during- the day, and some field pieces 
had been mounted near the fort. These 
replied to the American fire, but with- 
out effect, and the shells of the two ships 
speedily siler.ced them. The iron block- 
house was struck repeatedly and the 
earthworks were partially destroyed. 
No damage was done to the ships, and 
they again withdrew. That night the 
Spaniards burned a large wharf and the 
adjacent buildings, evidently expecting 
a landing in force the next day. 


It was learned from various sources 


that reinforcements were pouring into 
Las Tunas from all directions, a news- 
paper from Sancti Spiritus saying- that 
2000 men had been dispatched from the 
nearest trocha. It was determined to 
proceed during the night with the land- 
ing expedition to Palo Alto, 50 miles to 
the eastward, the Helena remaining at 
Xias Tunas to confirm the Spaniards in 
the belief that an attempt was to be 
made to land there. At 10 o'clock Satur- 
day, July 2, while the Helena lay off 
Shore making lively play with her 
searchlights toward the shore, 
the 


Peoria, the Florida and the Fanita, with 
all lights out, slipped silently away. 
Palo Alto was reached at daybreak.

the south coast of Cuba, midway be- 
tween Cienfuegos and Trinidad. This 
place was reached Wednesday evening, 
June 29. A scouting party put off in a 
small boat and pulled towards shore, 
but had made only half the distance 
when there came a lively fire from what 
had been taken to be an abandoned 
blockhouse near the point. The men 
were called back, and the three ships 
moved to the eastward. About 4 o'clock 
the next afternoon they arrived at Las 
Tunas, 40 miles away. Four miles west 
of the town, at the: mouth of the Talla- 
bacoa river, stood a large fort built of 
railroad iron and surrounded by earth- 
works. The Peoria ran boldly in and 
fired several 
Shots from her three 


pounders, but brought no response and 
no signs of life. Here was thought to 
be the desired opportunity, and another 
scouting party was organized. This 
was made up of 15 volunteers under 
Winthrop Chanler and as many Cubans 
under Captain Nunez. The Peoria took 
a position within short range of the fort 
to protect a landing or cover a retreat, 
and the small boats headed for shore. 
They reached it 500 yards east of the 
fort. The boats were beached and their 
occupants cautiously scrambled toward 
the brush; but at almost the very mo- 
ment *hey set foot on the sand the fort 
and the entrenchments around It burst 
into flame, and shot and shell screamed 
about the little band of invaders. Cap- 
tain Nunes was stepping from his boat 
when a short struck him between the 
eyes, and he went down dead. Chanler j 
fell with a broken arm. The others 
safely gained the thicket and replied 
with a sharp fire directed at the en- 
trenchments. 


Meanwhile the Peoria set all her guns 


at work and rained shells upon the fort 
until the enemy's fire ceased. The mo- 
ment the gunboat slackened fire, how- 
ever, the Spanish fire was renewed with 
fury, and it became evident that their 
forces were too large to allow a landing 
there. A retreat was ordered, and the 
party on shore rushed for the boats; 
but volley after volley came from the 
Bhore and they were compelled to throw 
themselves into the water and paddle 
Hlongsidc the boats with only their heads 
exposed until the ships were reached. 
The Spaniards had the range, however, 
and five Cubans were wounded, though 
none seriously. Returning to the Peoria 
the men reported that a vicious fire had 
come from a grove of palms to tho east • 
•ward of the fort. The Peoria opened 
her guns on thP place indicated 
anfl 


must have killed many Spaniards, for 
her shells dropped into the smoke and 
flash of the adversaries' fire, silenced it 
at once and 
forced them to send up 


rockets for help. A number of volleys 
were sent at the Peoria with a view of 
disabling her gunners, but they were 
badly directed and fell against her side 
and into the watpr. 


When the small boats reached the ship 


it was dark. Then the discovery was 
made that besides Captain Nunez, whose 
body was left on the beach, there were 
misping Chanler, Drs. Lund and Abbott, 
Lieutenants Agramonte and two Cu- 
bans. It was reported that Chanler had 
been mortallv wouncl<«d and was kept 
AflMLt In the bushes along the shore by 
the two doctors. Rescue parties were 
immediately organized, composed of ; 
volunteers, and no less than four were 
sent ashore during the night.,Toward I 
morning Lieutenant Ahearn, In charge 
Of one of these, found Chanler and his 
companions. Chanler's wound proved 
to be in the right elbow. After sunrise 
Agramonte and his Cubans were dis- 
covered and brought off. 


The next day the Helena, under Cap- 


tain Swlnburn, arrived, and Friday 
morning she and the Peoria steamed In 
tawa.rsl<t 1.As Tunas. W'Ulcll tl}8 


out a single obstacle. Gomez, with 2000 
men, 
was known to be in the vicinity, 


and scouts hurried to his lines. On July 
4 the old warrior appeared in person at 
Palo Alto. An awning was spread over 
the end of the abandoned wharf, and s. 
conference was held. 
The veteran 


commander-in-chier said he was greatly 
pleased at the successful result of the 
expedition, which he thought 
would 


exercise an important Influence upon the 
war. He outlined a plan of campaign, 
which he later submitted in writing to 
Lieutenant Ryan for transmission to 
President IfcKlnley, 


The Tenth cavalry has dubbed the 


Peoria "the little Dewey," because of 
her valor. She had arrived from the 
north only a few days before taking out 
the expedition, and this was her first 
war experience—under fire four times in 
48 hours. Her batteries are four Hotch- 
kiss three pounders, two Hotchkiss re- 
volving cannon and one Colt repeating 
rifle. 


When Chanler fell, Drs. Lund and 


Abbott carried him into the brush, and 
all three sank up to their necks in a 
swamp. Dr. Lund, who was formerly a 
German army surgeon and who is a 
giant in stature, managed to extricate 
himself, stripped off his clothing viith 
the papers 
and eatables which he 


carried, and which still He somewhere 
in the thicket, and swam naked and in 
darkness to find the ships. 
A boat 


from the Florida picked him up, and he 
was taken over to the Peoria. 
As the 


strange figure clambered up the ladder 
the sentry on guard at the gangway 
challenged him; but Dr. Lund brushed 
pass him and strode in all his naked- 
ness up to Lieutenant Ryan, gave the 
customary salute and, with the utmost 
gravity, said: 
"I have to report that

The national capital does not set the 


pace for Fourth of July celebrations by 
any means, and those sojourning here 
awhile for the purpose of seeing the 
rockets go off and the pinwheels go 
round are grievously disappointed, for 
aside from those who go away for tho 
summer there are not many rich and 
patriotic citizens here who put their 
hands deep down in their pockets and 
fetch up the wherewithal for a vast dis- 
play. A few set pieces on the "white 
lot," some rockets let off from Arling- 
ton and private stocks of firecrackers 
and torpedoes sent np in smoke by tha 
multitudinous small boy comprise the 
sum and substance of our exhibitions. 


But we are intensely patriotic all the 


same. Most of us have good cause to be 
grateful to this country, for the bulk of 
our citizens depend upon its charity for 
a living. 
The officeholders may object 


to the term charity, however, and so I 
will modify it by calling it something 
else—the reward of virtue, for example. 
The man whp has "held down" a stool 
in a government office for 10, 20 or 30 
years somehow gets the idea into his 
head that he is the government, the 
people are the servants, and the only 
argument that will prevail against him 
is an ejectment, which the civil service 
rules make it difficult to apply. 


But we have need for all our servants 


at this time and need for all the labor 
they can perform since the call was 
issued for the new 3 per cent bonds. 
And, by the way, if there are any who 
haven't sent in their applications I may 
be doing them a favor to remind such 
that the tiruo limit expires on July 
14, even if the bonds have not already 
been subscribed for several times over. 
I venture the prediction that they will 
not be long in going to a premium, 
judging by the great demand already 
made upon the treasury for the small 
numbers. I went into the treasury a day 
or two ago, thinking to see long lines 
of applicants waiting for blanks, but to 
my surprise found everything moving 
along as smoothly as usual. One could 
hardly believe that a loan for $200,000, - 
000 was being floated by our honored 
secretary of the treasury, that over 
4,000,000 documents explanatory of the 
call had been sent out and that orders 
wero coming in for more probably than 
Uncle Sam will have any means of pro- 
viding or necessity for issuing.

To Test Milk. 


If the substance of milk be good, a 


drop placed upon the finger nail will 
remain attached to it with a pearly ap- 
pearance. 
If, on the contrary, it be 


poor, it will run off like water. To test 
the richness of milk procure a long 
glass vial, cut a slip of paper the ex- 
act length of the bottle and divide It 
Into JOO equal parts. Paste It upon the 
vial, fill It to the highest mark with the 
milk and let It stand for 24 hours. The 
number of spaces occupied by the cream 
will supply the exact percentage in the 
milk. 


rut a slice off the top and scoop out all 
the juice with r teaspoon. A spoonful 
of sugar can be put in the middle if 
the fruit Is sour. 


Boots and shoes should never bo kept 


in a cupboard or box. They should be 
left where air can get freely to them, 
and whenever it Is possible the insides 
Sliuuiu uu uiied. 


Cocoa is always best mcide with milk, 


not water, and should be boiled, not 
merely made with boiling water. 


Nuts and almonds are very nourish- 


ing food. 


Toothbrushes should be occasionally 


placed in cold water with a little borax, 
sanitas or other disinfectant and left 
to stand in It for awhile. 


Celluloid balls and other toys, though 


very pretty to look at, should never be 
given to children, as they are highly In- 
flammable and very dangerous. 


Children often graze the skin off their 


hands, arms and legs, and the bleeding 
is often not easy to stop. Cold wnter 
ought to be enough to stop It, but If 
not doctors recommend tincture of iron 
being ur.ed. 


When doors or windows creak, have 


the hinges lightly brushed with r. feath- 
er dipped In linseed oil. 
If windows 


rattle with tho wind, cut thin wedge 
shaped pieces of wood and attach by 


lengths of string to the window sashes, 
so that they will be always at hand to 
use when the wind is high. Irritating 
sounds like the creaking of doors and 
windows are unnecessary and are bad 
for the nerves. 


In sweeping down carpeted staircases 


a dustpan should be held under each 
step. 
Otherwise the .work is tripled, 


and the carpet is left in anything but a 
satisfactory state. 
Stair carpets will 


last much longer if two or three thick- 
nesses of brown paper or newspaper or 
strips of narrow felt are placed beneath 
them before being fastened down. A 
stair rod should never be allowed to re- 
main unfastened. Such carelessness has 
been the cause of many serious acci- 
dents. 


It is better to have wood floors stain- 


ed and varnished, so that they may be 
waxed each week, than to have them 
washed too often. Ill fitting floors let 
the water through, and the underpart 
becomes a hotbed for noxious and poi- 
sonous germs, which may produce ty- 
phoid or erysipelas. 


Let as much sun as possible into the 


house. Better a faded carpet and healthy 
children than a new "looking carpet se- 
cured by having the blinds drawn down 
at the expense of the little ones. No 
amount of cleaning and dusting will do 
as much good in a house as plenty of 
sunshine and fresh air. 


Lemons as Medicine. 


Lemon juice sweetened with loaf or 


crushed sugar will relieve a cough. For 
feverishness and unnatural thirst soften 
a lemon by rolling on a hard surface. 
Cut off the top and work a lump of 
sugar down into the lemon with a fork. 
Then suck it slowly. A piece of lemon 
or stale bread moistened with lemon 
juice bound on a corn will cure it. Re- 
new night and morning. The first ap- 
plication will produce soreness, but if 
treatment is persisted in for a leason- 
nble length of time a cure will be ef- 
fected. 


The discomfort caused by sore and 


tender feet may be lessened, if not en- 
tirely cured, by applying slices of lemon 
to the feet. To cure chilblains take a 
piece of lemon, sprinkle fine salt over it 
and rub the feet well. Repeat if neces- 
sary. Lemon juice will remove rough- 
ness and vegetable stains from the 
hands. After having the hands in hot 
soapsuds rub them with a piece of lem- 
on. 
This will prevent chapping and 


make the hands soft and white. 


Hints For Summer Weather. 


No refuse or decaying matter of any 


sort should be allowed to remain in or 
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would find it much better to destroy 
potato parings, bones, tea leaves, etc., 
by burning in the cooking range. 
Of 


course in the country there are places 
where rubbish may be thrown that are 
far enough away from houses. At least 
three times n. week the sink should be 
well washed down with boiling water, 
adding a 
handful of soda to each 


bucketful. 


The Cottage Sitting Room. 


Extreme simplicity combined with a 


general air of comfort should charac- 
terizeHhe cottage sitting room, where 
it is advisable to have everything of the 
useful rather than of the ornamental 
order. 
But that, of course, does not 


mean that the room cannot be tasteful 
and pretty, only that valuable space 
must not bo monopolized by pieces of 
unnecessary furniture which do 
not I 


serve somu practical purpose. 
] 


HOW TO WASH 


LINEN GOODS, 


Badly washed linen soon looks mur- 


ky and depressed. Obviously the reme- 
dy is to treat it to plenty of sun and 
air, good boiling and abundant rinsing 
water. Bluing is used to counteract the 
yellow tinge, but too blue a tint looks 
remarkably ugly. To help matters steep 
the linen overnight in water, to which 
has been added a rablespoonful of tur- 
pentine to the gallon. 


When washing dainty linen and cot- 


ton goods, such as baby clothes, cut up 
a pound of fine white soap and boil it 
in a quart of water till it is quite melt- 
ed. To this add a gallon of milk and 
put in the little garments. The boiler 
should be left on the stove to boil for 
half an hour. Then the clothes must be 
taken out, thoroughly washed and rins- 
ed and passed through water to which 
has b'jcn added a little liquid bluing. 
When those little baby things are iron- 
ed and gauffered, they look as clean and 
dainty as ever and quite worth double 
the trouble and small expenditure. That 
is the fir.e thing about "quality" in linen 
find cutton goods, as in all else. 
It 


stands wear and tear and neglect pa- 
tient ly and "comes up smiling" -uhen 
it gets a bit of friendliness and sun- 
shine. 


Paraffin soap will bo found of consid- 


erable help if placed in the copper with 
dusters and kitchen clothes that have 
been more than usually soiled. But in 
using it it is always veil to watch 
carefully for any scum that may rise 
to the surface of the boiling water and 
remove it with a saucer before it can 
get among the clothes. 


All bed ha.ngings, dimity curtains, 


vulances. etc., should be rubbed -\\ith 
soap and put into cold water to soak at 
least one day before the wash. If a lit- 
tle borax is put into the water at the 
same time, the things are cleansed with 
one half the trouble. By the bye, borax 
is very excellent in washing- the most 
delicate fabrics, and harsh materials 
are much softened and improved by its 
use. 
Madras muslin curtains should never 


be starched. They will wear twice as 
long if they are wrung out of warm wa- 
ter only and ironed before they are 
quite dry. Lace curtains are much bet- 
ter and look nicer when the starch ia 
put in the blue water instead of being 
used separately afterward. 


Chloride of lime should be used very 


sparingly. A sin-ill quantity should be 
placed in a rc.s folded in two or three 
thicknesses and then ueu togetner \wui 
string. This should only be dangled In 
the boiling water for about five minutes 
and should on no account be allowed to 
remain; otherwise the lime will burn 
through the rag and destroy the clothes 
or rot them so that very little more 
wear could be got out of them. 


Chicken Pie. 


Clean, prepare and cut into moderate 


portions a good plump chicken. Placo 
the pieces in a saucepan with enough 
water almost to covei' and simmer gen- 
tly for four hours or perhaps less If the 
bird is young and tender.

the bottom of a pio dish with slices of 
fat bacon. Lay the boiled fowl on top, 
with salt, pepper and slices of hard 
boiled ogg between. Pour over all tha 
liquid in which the. fowl was boiled and 
cover over with good "le crust.

Berkshire Marble and Bold, 


Williams Coach to be Installed. 


"Walter B. Street, a graduate ol 


Williams college, and who coached Its 
football team last year, was recently 
graduated 
from 
the Yale 
Divinity 


school and will be ordained to the 
ministry next Tuesday at Lee. The 
ord-.nation will take place in the Coa- 
tregaiional church. President Frank- 
lin 
Carter of Williams college has 


been invited. The council will meet 
at three o'clock in the afternoon and 
the ordination service will be held in 
the .evening. It is expected that the 
sermon will be delivered by President 
Carter, the charge by Professor Por- 
ter of Yale Divinity school, and the 
right hand of fellowship will be given 
by Eev. G. Henry Flint. 


Prospects are brighter for the marble 
industry in southern Berkshire. Some 
time ago a large quantity of stone was 
taken 
out, but the quality became 


poor anil the industry nearly died out, 
R';.-ent!y experts have been employed 
uu'l they have sunk drills to various 
denn,:, and find that the indications 
poii:t to large deposits of fine marble 
and it is believed it will pay to un- 
cover. 
Tho Goodaie quarries, which 


are the oldest in the southern part of 
the county, 
have recently been re- 


openea at some distance from the or- 
iginal location, and a very satisfac- 
tory Quality of marble is being un- 
earthed. Work is now going on about 
tv/o miles from 
Great 
Barring-ton, 


where the depth of 50 feet was reached 
yesterday. It is proposed to sink the 
shaft 100 feet if the vein reaches that 
depth 
Thus far the core taken out 


shows that the marble improves with 
the depth of the vein. It is nearly 
white, with just a tinge of blue, very 
close grained and takes a high polish. 


The latest Berkshire gold mine dis- 


covery is that of George Gorton, who 
thinks he has struck valuable ore on 
his land near Pontoosuc lake. The 
South mountain gold mine, discovered 
some two years ago, is not beinj 
pushed at present. 
Geologists have 


always insisted that Pittsfield had no 
gold mines.

Bishop Beaven on^Parocfiia! Schools, 


Bishop Eeaven, \vho is spending the 


summer in Pittsfleld, was recently 
seen in repaid to the parochial schools 
of that city, and expressed himself as 
believing that such a school -would 
soon be established in Pittsfield. 


Bishop Beaven is not a theorist in 


school matters. He has had practical 
experience in school work in Spencer,' 
Springfield, and other places. As a 
member of the school committee in 
Spencer lie first became impressed 
with the need of parochial schools. 


"The most beautiful Dart of our 


parochial school system," said Bisop 
Beaven, "Is that the teachers feel an 
inerest in their scholars, even after 
school doors have closed They go 
into their homes and take an interest 
in their daily lives." 


"We often reach the families through 


the children. The child from one of our 
schools often carries an influence into 
he home that could not be secured in 
any other way." 


The bisjjep dwelt upon the Sfnse of 


equality that is the groundwork and 
foundation of the parochial schools. 
The poorest scholar receives the same 
privileges and the same instruction 
and the same consideration as the rich- 
est. 


Northern Berkshire Crops. 


The monthly crop report issued by 


the state board of agriculture con- 
tains the following crop report from 
Savoy, written by its correspondent, 
W. W. Burnett, which will show the 
condition of crops throughout northern 
Berkshire: 


Potato bugs are doing some damage. 


Indian corn is looking- fairly well, but 
the acreage is hardly up to the aver- 
age. Now and then some one has com- 
menced haying; the crop is a mam- 
moth one. The acreage of early pota- 
toes is less than an average one. Early 
market garden crops are below the 
average in yield and price and all crops 
are later than usual. There is the full 
average quantity of dairy products; a 
fair supply of milch cows, at good 
prices. The pastures are in better 
condition than usual. The outlook for 
apples is fair. There has been so much 
wet weather that much hoeing remains 
to be done in haying time.
